Peace Policy of the U.S.S.R. 


While the foreign policies and negotiations of 
all capitalist: nations consist of nothing more = sin- 
cere than bargaining for advantages in the inter- 
ests of wealthy industrialists, the foreign policy 
of the Soviet Union has been one of a consistent 
‘struggle to maintain peace. 

Every projected wa: finds certain capitalist na- 
tions whose interests are endangered. It has been 
the practice of the Scviet diplomats to play these 
influences one against the other to delay and fore-. 
stall hostilities. Every day that war can be delayed 
means that. working class power and the anti-war 
movement has time to grow that much stronyer. 

First-hand observations of the Soviet Union's 
foreign policy moved Walter Duranty, outstanding 
American newspaper correspondent, to write: “Am 
I wrong in believing that Stalin is the vreatest 
living statesman and that Jitvinotf is the ablest 
Foreign Minister?”

The na- 
tions, pressed by wealthy bankers and industrialists, have created 
monster war machines at the expense of high taxation on the 
necessities of the people, and are now preparing to unleash their 
horrible instruments, using the masses as cannon fodder. 

In the face of Mussolini’s rape of the lest independent nation 
in Africa; because of desire of other imperialist powers like France 
and Britain to curb Italy to save their own stolen gains; and due 
to the impulse to profit on the part of warmongers‘and dealers in 
death, by supplying instruments of war to antagonistic powers, we 
are faced with war. We must prevent this monstrous destruction 
of life and health, the shattering of homes, the penalizing of a 
whole young generation. ae 

You, the trade unionist, the office worker, the Democrat or 
Socialist or Communist or Epic in politics; you, the professional, 
lawyer or doctor, the artist and handicraftsman; you the Christian 
of any denomination, the Jew, the mother and the student; you, 
workers by hand or brain—is it not to your interest to submerge 
your other differences in the face of this great common problem?

OPPOSITION TO WAR! 

Due to bitter disagreement with the objectives of Communists, 
due to prejudice carefully nurtured by the Hearst yellow press and 
other capitalist propaganda agencies, fear of the Communist tac- 
tics has been a barrier to this unity. But it is true that the Com- 
munists have proven themselves to be capable, honest, sincere. and 
devoted workers in every united front into which they have 
entered. This is proven in Los Angeles, in San Francisco, in every 
large city throughout the country. In France, Socialist and Com- 
munist and Radical workers have prevented fascism from coming 
to power, and this unity is a powerful factor in checking the out- 
break of a new world war.
